Glenn, and the other astronauts, are required 
to log four hours flight time each month to re­ 
ceive their extra flight pay— $245 in Glenn’s case. 


The scheduled time for the three-orbit trip by 
Glenn in the Mercury capsule was nearly five hours. 
In contrast. Navy Comdr. Alan B. Shepard Jr. and 
Air Force Capt. Virgil I. Grissom logged only about 
15 minutes in their suborbital flights.

Marin 
opponents 
of 
state 
proposals for .a San Francisco- 
Tiburon bridge breathed a bit 
easier today as a result of or­ 
ders by the state department 
of public works to cease test 
borings along the two proposed 
bridge routes. 
However, the furore stirred 
up by release of an interim re­ 
port of the state Division of 
San Francisco Bay Toll Cross-1 
ings on its study of a proposed ! 
new’ crossing may only have 
subsided for the moment. The 
division has a year to go be­ 
fore its final report. 
The state legislature last year 
appropriated $500,000 for study 
to determ ine “feasibility of fi­ 
nancing and constructing . . . 
a toll bridge, toll tube, or oth­ 
er toll highway crossing” be­ 
tween San Francisco and Ma­ 
rin, to supplement the Golden 
Gate Bridge. 
The division’s report says “a 
high-level suspension bridge is 
ideally suited to the location of 


this crossing.” Just w'hat this 
location 
should be 
is 
what 
brought the uproar in Marin— 
and some across the bay as 
well — and caused State Sen. 
J. Eugene McAteer to prevail 
on the state to halt test bor­ 
ings lest it appear the route 
already was “in the bag.” 
The state report compares 
the proposed five-mile Tiburon 
span with other famed bridges. 
The Golden Gate Bridge ap­ 
pears halfway down a listing 
with less than half the length 
of the proposed structure; the 
George Washington Bridge ov­ 
er the Hudson River shows a 
quarter the length, and the 
Brooklyn Bridge is only about 
one-sixth. 
Two plans of approach called 
A and B are shown in maps | 
and brief textural description. 
The maps are clear but the de­ 
scription fails to give anything 
specific as to amount of traf­ 
fic to be carried and just how 
it can be handled once it leaves 


the bridge, as well as the e ffe c t, 
on Golden Gate traffic which 
some believe might lose 80 per­ 
cent overnight. 
Plan B has drawn major Ma­ 
rin attention because it con­ 
templates a landing just north 
of the Tiburon business area 
and railroad yards, followed 
by progression up the center 
of the peninsula to Trestle 
Glen Drive! 
From this, says the accom­ 
panying text, “traffic would be 
routed 
via 
State 
Highway 
Route 52 (the present Tiburon 
Highway, w hich presumably by 
then would have been widened 
by the state) which in turn 
connects with U.S. 101 at the 
Alto Junction. 
“A connection w’ould also be 
made w’ith the local streets in 
Tiburon at the southerly end 
of the peninsula. 
Plan A contemplates a land­ 
ing at Bluff Point, the north­ 
east corner of the peninsula. 
The bridge w’ould run along the 


shoreline to Point Chauncey, 
then take to the w ater again 
to parallel Paradise Cove shore­ 
line. 
The bridge would then swing 
left 
to 
reach 
the 
Paradise 
Drive-Trestle Glen Drive inter­ 
section, after which its traffic 
would have to traverse Trestle 
Glen Drive in greater length 
than by the other plan. 
A proposed extension would 
go along the shoreline inland 
from the Paradise Cay devel­ 
opment, then split w'ith a left 
branch 
turning 
inland 
and 
joining Highw-ay 101 at the 
Corte Madera interchange. A 
right branch would go across 
water to Point San Quentin. 
Initial construction of this 
latter plan would include a 
down-ramp turning left from 
near 
the 
landing point and 
heading toward the City of 
Tiburon. 
Analysts of these plans at 
various Marin County meetings 
have found that the latter Plan 


A would do less harm to the 
peninsula than Plan B, but 
similarly pose great problems 
of additional traffic to the 101 
freeway.

Problem To Homemaker 


Dents in resilient floor cov- 
eriifgs — caused by women’s 
pencil-thin heels and by slim 
furniture legs— can be a major 
problem to today’s homemaker. 
They are unattractive, collect! 
dirt, and destroy the smooth­ 
ness of the floor surface. 
Although no material resists 
indentation under great pres­ 
sure, the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station has found 
that some tiling works better 
than others. 
As a rule, the 
thinner the floor covering, the 
better it withstands denting. 
The best flooring, however, 
is one that depresses readily 
but snaps back upon removal 
of the load. A tiling of this 


type offers a comfortable walk« 
ing surface and still looks and 
wears well. 
Of these tested, vinyl proved 
the best. It both indented read­ 
ily and recovered well. Cork 
and linoleum also depressed 
easily but did not snap back so 
readily or 
completely. 
And 
asphalt, which resisted the ini­ 
tial dent, also showed slight 
recovery. 
If a tile is going to spring 
back, it will do so in the first 
j 30 minutes after the load is 
removed. After that, there is 
no further recovery, and the 
dent will be just as obvious and 
| just as deep next week, next 
month, or next year.

There is a steady stream of 
such statements from mental 
health specialists. No wonder 
folks distrust them! The whole 
mental health movement may 
be in jeopardy. Please believe 
me, friends, when I assure you 
that the screwballs do not rep­ 
resent m ental health workers 
generally. They are like little 
boys being naughty and saying, 
“See how bad I am!" 
They 
should be spanked quietly, by 
their colleagues. Discipline is 
needed, within all the mental 
health professions.

There now appears to be at 
I least two approaches to the 
! goal of how best to prevent 
| measles, a source of worldwide 
sickness among children and 
many adults, a journal editorial 
said. Before this goal can be 
reached, further studies of the 
killed vaccine are necessary to 
establish the duration of jts 
protection and further studies 
of the live vaccine are needed 
to determine whether it can be 
modified to eliminate side ef­ 
fects. 


The killed vaccine was first 
shown to be worthwhile in a 
pilot study involving 61 chil- 
| dren and two adults in 22 fam­ 
ilies in Syracuse, N. \ f., in late 
1960, according to a journal 
article by Harry A. Feldman, 
M.D., and Alvin Novack, M.D.. 
State University of New Y ork,: 
Upstate Medical Center, Syra-1 
cuse, and Joel Warren, Ph D 


In this study, the vaccine,] 
given in three doses at m onth­ 
ly intervals, provided protec­ 
tion against measles in 72 per 
cent, the researchers said. How­ 
ever, they said, a more potent 
lot of the vaccine currently is 
under investigation in a larger 
study. 


In addition to the fact that 
is does not produce unfavor­ 
able reactions, the killed vac­ 
cine also is exceedingly stable, 
retaining its strength for a long 
period, and may be given in 
the same injection with other 
vaccines, such as polio vaccine 
or diptheria-whooping cough- 
tetanus vaccine, they said. 


A 
combined 
measles-polio 
vaccine currently is being test­ 
ed in a large num ber of infants 
by the three researchers, it was 
pointed out.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Sudden Summit Summons 
Compares U.S., Russ Ideas 


Premier Khrushchev's sudden short- 
notice call for a mid-March s u m m i t 
meeting, involving heads of 18 govern­ 
ments. brought three major points of 
view throughout the world. 
The view articulated by President 
Kennedy and Prime Minister Macmillan 
that they cannot participate in an imme­ 
diate conference, but eagerness to join 
such a meeting after evidence that def­ 
inite progress is being made by dele­ 
gates at disarmament meetings. 
The view in some diplomatic circles 
that Khrushchev is working within com­ 
munist ranks for an end to crises— and 
refusal to join in a summary summit 
world session might hurt his position 
— and peace. 
The sardonic view that K & Co. craft­ 
ily called the March summit session— 
knowing it would be rejected— to give 
him new opportunity to generate strife. 
There are many fundamental differ­ 
ences between Russian and American 
cultures and procedures in diplomatic 
thinking. We tend to consider this a new 
tendency. But hear this: 


There are at present two great nations 
in the u orld which seem to tend toward 
the same end, although they started 
from different points. 7 allude to the 
Russians and the Americans. Both of 
them have grown up unnoticed; and 
while the attention of m ankind was di­ 
rected elseu'here, they have suddenly 
assumed a most prominent place among 


the nations; and the world learned of 
their existence at the same time. 


All other nations seem to have nearly 
reached their natural limits, and only to 
to he charged with the maintenance of 
their power; but these are still in the 
act of growth . . . These are proceeding 
xcith ease and celerity along a path to 
which the human eye can a s s i g n no 
term. 


T h e American struggles against the 
natural obstacles which oppose him; the 
adversaries of the Russian are men. The 
former combats the wilderness and sav- 
age life: the latter, civilization with all 
its weapons and arts. T h e conquests of 
the one are therefore gained by (he 
ploughshare; those of thr other by the 
sword. 


T h e Anglo-American relies upon per­ 
sonal interest to accomplish his ends, 
and gives free scope to the unguided 
exertions and common sense of the citi­ 
zens: the Russian centers all the author­ 
ity of society in a single arm. T he prin­ 
cipal instrument of the former is free­ 
dom; of the latter, senntude. 


Their starting point is different, and 
their courses a'c not the same; yet each 
seems to be marked out by the will of 
lleaven to sic ay the destinies of half the 
globe. 


That summary was written by Alexis 
de Tocqueville, famous French states­ 
man and author— in 1835.

Quickie Summit Call Seen As 


Plan To Avoid Nuclear Inspection 


WASHINGTON—In his lat­ 
est m i s s i v e from Moscow, 
P r e m i e r Khrushchev gave 
President Kennedy, P r i m e 
Minister Macmillan, Gen. de 
Gaulle, and heads of 14 other 
governments, little time to 
run to Geneva if they want to 
talk about a nuclear test ban. 
This is the clearest possible 
e v i d e n c e that the Soviet 
Union wants to avoid serious, 
substantial negotiation to re­ 
solve the differences over in­ 
spection. 
Everything the Soviets have 
said and done during the past 
six months forces the judg­ 
m ent that Russia is running 
away from a test ban as from 
a plague. 


CONSIDER the evidence: 
1— Last August the Soviets 
abruptly broke off the Gene­ 
va talks after the U.S. and 
Britain had offered import­ 
ant concessions to meet their 
objections over inspection. As 
agreem ent was getting near­ 
er. the Soviets walked out. 
2—After months of secret 
preparations to resume nu­ 
clear testing in the atmos­ 
phere, the K r e m l i n sum­ 
moned home its Geneva dele­ 
gates so they could not be ne­ 
gotiating for a test ban while 
their government was explod­ 
ing new bombs. 
.3— After the U.S. and Bri­ 
tain— making one final try at 
agreement — reluctantly em­ 
braced a Soviet proposal to 
put the test-ban into general 
disarmament talks, the K rem ­ 
lin scornfully rejected its own 
proposal and said, let’s have 
more Soviet-British-U.S. talks 
at Geneva. 
4—This position did 
not 
last. Moscow again asks that 
test-ban talks be put on the 
agenda of the 18-nation dis­ 
armament commission meet­ 
ing next month. Mr. K. wants

IN DEMANDING this sum­ 
mit conference, Khrushchev 
has done exactly the right 
thing if he wants to put on a 
massive propaganda show. He 
is calling for an unprepared, 
“quickie” summit, of a kind 
which in Geneva in 1955 and 
in Paris in 1960 yielded only 
fruitless words. 


The last official declaration 
of what the S o v i e t Union 
would accept in a test ban, re ­ 
cently announced at Geneva, 
was that it would approve 
only inspection by Russians 
on Russian territory’. This is 
l i k e authorizing a baseball 
pitcher to call his own balls 
and strikes. 
Mr. K. is u n d o u b t e d 1 y 
aware that the only postwar 
agreem ents between the com­ 
munists and the West — like 
the Korean truce and Aus­ 
trian treaty—were reached at 
the negotiating level.

C HAMBER HOLES 
At the age of one month, 
Stan was given six months to 
a year to live. Then as his pul­ 
monary pressure increased. Mr. 
and Mrs. Bitgood were told he 
could not survive his fourth 
birthday. Physicians had diag­ 
nosed ventricular and atriol de­ 
fects (holes in both chambers 
of the heart), 
Stans’ defective heart was 
not only pumping into the gen­ 
eral circulation but back into 
the lungs. 
A pool of excess 
blood was building up in the 
lung circulation, causing diffi­ 
culty in breathing. 
But meanwhile, in laborato­ 
ries and clinics throughout the 
land, research was being push­ 
ed into the defects of the heart 
and blood vessels. Then came 
j one of several breakthroughs: 
I the heart-lung machine permit- 
j ting the operating physician a

heart operations. 
Stan 
entered 
Presbyterian 
Medical Center in San F ran ­ 
cisco last fall to prepare for 
heart surgery. 


MACHINE USED 
The heart-lung machine was 
used during the “open h eart” 
surgery, during which Stan re ­ 
quired 16 pints of blood. In a 
three-hour operation, both de­ 
fects were corrected. 
Stan’s 
ventricle wall now has a plas­ 
tic patch, another development 
of recent research. 
Today, Stan attends Old Mill 
School in Mill Valley with his 
i brother Steve. Both are in the 
first grade, and “he is an aver- 
! age six-year-old boy,” says Mrs. 
Bitgood, “thanks to heart re- 
i search.’
